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The Holy See and The Ukrainian 
Byzantine Rite 


Pope Benedict XIV clearly 
expressed the Holy See’s attit¬ 
ude toward the Ukrainian Cath¬ 
olic rite: “We love very much 
the Ruthenian nation, because 
of their splendid merits in favor 
of the Holy See.” 

The Ukrainians that belong to 
the Catholic Church are just as 
Catholic as the Latins or Roman 
Catholics. They are as good Am¬ 
ericans or Canadians as any oth¬ 
er people who may belong to the 
Latin rite. The blood that their 
young men shed for America or 
Canada in the last world war 
clearly proves that they are no 
less American or Canadian pat¬ 
riots than any others. 

All Rites -approved by the 
Holy See are good in the eyes 
of the Church of Christ. The 
Catholic Church, having differ¬ 
ent Rites cannot be restricted 
to one Rite. As a spiritual Mo¬ 
ther of God’s children it em¬ 
braces all nations with equal 
charity. In the eyes of the 
Church there are not and can¬ 
not be second class Catholics or 
just tolerated members. 

Pope Benedict XIV, admiring 
the universality of Christ’s 
Church in the diversity of dif¬ 
ferent rites, said: “The Church 
of Jesus Christ is neither Latin, 
not Greek, not Slav, but Cath¬ 
olic. Members of all nations are 
equal in the eyes of the Apostol¬ 


ic See; Christ and the Popes 
want all men to be Catholics, 
but all need not be Latin. Cath¬ 
olics can have differences thro- 
venerable traditions in liturgy, 
language, laws and customs. 

The Catholic Church is a lov¬ 
ing Mother to all nations, being 
governed by the following prin¬ 
ciple: “Unity in essentials (in 
faith, morals, sacraments, obed¬ 
ience to the Pope), liberty in 
non-essentials (peculiar cust¬ 
oms, traditions ,rites), charity 
in all things.” Thus no one who 
claims to be a Catholic should 
despise or damage the other 
Catholic Rites nor belittle them 
under any pretext.

Why does the Catholic Church 
forbid mixed marriages? 

For many reasons. Marriage 
is a sacrament, and those who 
desire to receive that sacrament 
should be duly and validly bap¬ 
tized Christians. The Church, 
however, has no certainty that 
any non-Catholic has ever been 
validly baptized at all. Again, 
it is a sacrilege to receive a 
Sacrament whilst one is in a 
state of grave sin. The Cath¬ 
olic party prepares by a good 
confession, whilst the non-Ca- 
tholic more often than not gives 
no thought whatever to the mat¬ 
ter. Then too, any children of 
the marriage have the bad ex¬ 
ample of one of the parents who 
never fulfills Catholic duties, 
even if the poor children be 
brought up as Catholics at all. 
The Catholic party is constantly 
subject to discouragement in the 
practice of his or her religion, 
and is even exposed to the dan¬ 
ger of a complete loss of faith 
and of salvation in the end. 
Nor are mixed marriages, as a 
rule, in the interests of the par¬ 
ties themselves from the point 
of view of mutual happiness. 
Marriage is difficult enough in 
any case when the first glow of 
love begins to settle' down to the 
realities of life. It is vastly 
more difficult when the Protes¬ 
tant does not understand Cath¬ 
olic ways, has no sympathy at 
all with the Catholic party on 


the most vital of all matters — 
religion, and even resents the 
claims of the Catholic Church. 
Mutual misunderstandings res¬ 
ult and the Protestant, not mak¬ 
ing the Catholic as happy as he 
expected, does not make him¬ 
self as happy as he dreamed. 

Why should religion come be¬ 
fore marriage? 

Because marriage is not the 
most important thing in life, 
whereas religion is. 

What does the silver ring 
worn by a Sister mean? 

That they prefer to give their 
hearts entirely to Christ rather 
than to any earthly lover. As 
the ordinary wedding ring sig¬ 
nifies that a woman has vowed 
absolute and permanent fidelity- 
to her husband, so the ring 
worn by a Nun signifies that 
she has vowed fidelity to her 
vocation of poverty, chastity, 
and obedience. 

Was Peter told by Christ to 
establish a Roman Catholic 
Church? 

He was not told to establish 
the Church. Christ established 
the Church, choosing Peter as 
the foundation stone. The Ap¬ 
ostles were told to propagate the 
Church Christ had established, 
and of course according to the 
constitution given it by Himself. 
Wherever Peter went he remain¬ 
ed Head of that Church, and as 
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he went to Rome and died there 
whilst still exercising that of¬ 
fice, that office is necessarily 
attached to the See of Rome. 
This was not by mere accident. 
We have to admit the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit in the choice 
made by St. Peter in a matter 
of such moment to the Church. 

What is the difference be¬ 
tween what you call a Secular 
Priest and a Religious Priest? 

In the Catholic Church there 
are two vocations open to a man 
who feels called by God to His 
service. Either he will feel cal¬ 
led to be simply a Priest, or 
else, in addition, to enter a Re¬ 
ligious Order. If called to be a 
Priest, he enters college and is 
prepared for parish work, in 
which he must provide for his 
own necessities. This involves 
the necessity of income from 
which he can save enough to 
provide for possible years of 


sickness, or later years of re¬ 
tirement. If called to a Relig¬ 
ious Order, he takes a vow of 
poverty, renouncing all person¬ 
al income, the Order providing 
his necessary food and clothing. 
Both types give their lives to 
God, but in different ways, ac¬ 
cording to their different voca¬ 
tions. The former are called 
Secular Priests, because they 
must live alone in the world; 
the latter are called Religious 
Priests, because they live in Re¬ 
ligious communities. Secular 
priests are not worldly Priests, 
Order men only being Religious 
Priests. A Secular Priest could 
be a far more religious man than 
an Order Priest, and many an 
Order Priest is greatly edified 
by the Secular Priests he meets. 
It is simply a question of dif¬ 
ferent types of vocation.

Of St. Basil’s the Great College in Ontario

July 18 was the day of the 
blessing of the cornerstone of 
the St. Basil’s the Great College 
for Boys. 

On this day the Basilian Fa¬ 
thers were aided by the Shep- 
ticky Council of the Knights of 
Columbus, the UCWL and many 
members from the various UCY 
locals of the Toronto Regional 
to perform the numerous duties 
which make an outdoor event 
successful. 

Among the duties fulfilled, 
the most difficult — that of 
collecting donations and tagging 
at the entrance of the grounds 
was performed by the girls. 
They had to stand in the hot 
humid air amid swirls of dust 
raised by the cars from ten in 
the morning till four in the af¬ 
ternoon. 

The boys and a few ambitious 
girls stationed at the refresh¬ 
ment stands showed their skill 
at pop-bottle opening during the 
rush created by high Mass. A 
brilliant display of this job was 
shown by a group of youth re¬ 
presenting the junior club at 
Our Lady of Perpetual Help pa¬ 
rish. But being an inherently 


modest group, they refused to 
have a photo taken for publica¬ 
tion. 

As the old philosopher says, 
“Work has its rewards,” the 
helping UCY members and the 
other helpers were treated by a 
banquet and a dance held at the 
Basilian Fathers’ Monastery at 
Weston, Ontario. This was not 
by any means an ordinary dance, 
it was the first dance held by 
the Basilian Fathers in history. 

The College is designed to 
hold over 400 day and boarding 
students who will be taught ex¬ 
clusively by qualified teachers 
of the Basilian Fathers. The 
most modern facilities available 
have been provided for the boys 
including a huge gym-auditor¬ 
ium. Located on the huge est¬ 
ate is a beautiful outdoor swim¬ 
ming pool and down in the val¬ 
ley still on the property is a 
large artificial lake ready to be 
used by the boys for hockey in 
the winter. All in all, St. Bas¬ 
il’s the Great College will pro¬ 
vide its boys an atmosphere for 
study and many facilities for 
sports ■— a combination hard to 
find anywhere. 
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Let’s Meet the President,., 

Congratulations to all our new presidents within our UCY 
clubs throughout Canada. You have been chosen to lead your 
club, diocese or even Canada for many reasons. It is because the 
members feel you have certain qualities which will enable you to 
lead their clubs with the most success. They feel you have the lea¬ 
dership qualities which will make you liked by all and one who 
will be able to get things done. Do not fail your members in what 
they expect of you. You have agreed to be their president, so 
therefore be a person who can live up to this v responsibility. This 
position will give you much honor, glory and admiration from oth¬ 
ers but with it comes many duties and responsibilities to fulfill. 

Keep an excellent spirit among your group members and see 
that every undertaking is carried out according to the demand of 
your group and church. You are the captain of the team and are 
expected to plan on how to carry that ball all the way for that 
touch-down over the goal line. How about that cup that will be 
awarded for the best club in Canada this summer at the con¬ 
vention ? 

Use diplomacy in dealing with your club. Form a habit of 
requesting rather than demanding. No one likes to be told. Make 
the person feel he or she will be making a real worthwhile contri¬ 
bution to the club and you will get more results. Do not lose your 
patience or blow up at an individual or you will accomplish noth¬ 
ing. Be considerate of the other person’s feelings, appeal to his 
better nature and his interest in the group. 

Encourage and praise your members since this will produce a 
measurable increase in energy, while words of discouragement pro¬ 
duce the opposite results. Thank every one who has helped you 
since people like to have their efforts appreciatd. 

Have a good relationship with your spiritual director, other 
parish clubs and parents. They are interested in you and will help 
you with some good ideas. Always give them your full respect and 
consideration. 

Utilize all the members of your organization in one way or an¬ 
other. Always be wdth your group and abide with their decisions 
since this is a democratic procedure. There is no need for a dic¬ 
tator in a UCY club. Have the members plan different functions 
and snread the work out evenly among the members. This will 
stimulate the members and give a better morale within your club. 
It is the job of a president to encourage the quieter members to 
take an active part in the club. Praise for their efforts will help 
many members to come forward in discovering their abilities. 

All does not come easy and you will run into some walls dur¬ 
ing your term. A good sense of humor will not only save your 
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face somewhat but will boost the morale of your club. Have some 
humor in your meetings or otherwise they will tend to become 
stuffy. 

It is wise to plan ahead for all your activities as well as the 
meetings in order to ensure their success. Do not use the same 
members over and over again on the committees but get some 
others in there working. Not only will the over-worked members 
appreciate this but it will give a chance for others to contribute 
something to the club. 

Poise is also an important asset of a president which can be 
developed by practicing self-control at-a.11 times. It means remain¬ 
ing calm, outwardly at least, in times of confusion or emergency. 
Accept graciously criticism, disappointment, and even defeat by 
being a good sport about it. You may have some failures but use 
these to profit by in the future. You should be familiar with the 
fundamental rules of etiquette and which you should use. These 
will do much to give you the necessary poise and self-confidence. 
Spend time talking to all of your members and not just certain 
friends during your functions. If you know your parliamentary 
law you will feel much more comfortable when you are presiding 
at your meetings. 

Your appearance is certainly noticed by your members and 
therefore you should be neat at all times. 

Some of these qualities you already have, but some of these 
you will be able to put into more practice during your term of pre¬ 
sident. Remember that you can always ask for Our Lord’s help 
and some guidance from His Mother. Do not forget our patron 
saint of the UICY clubs in Canada — Saint Michael.

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Have You a Problem?... 


My father is an alcoholic, has 
not been able to hold a job for 
several years, has forced my 
mother to go to work, and has 
brought shame on us all. I can 
not love him; in fact, I have a 
feeling of hatred and loathing 
for him. Am I committing a 
sin in hating my father? 

You must learn to distinguish 
between your feelings, which 
may not be controllable, and the 
obligations that can still be ful¬ 
filled, with the grace of God, 
by your free will. 

There is no sin in a feeling 
of revulsion for one who dis¬ 
graces himself, wrongs your 
mother, brings shame on your 
whole family by his sins. Our 
feelings react automatically to 
what hurts us and our loved 
ones with what seems to us 
to be a kind of hatred. It is 
not, however, the real hatred, 
Which is necessary a product of 
our own free will. 

No matter what your feelings 
are, you are bound to love your 
father in two ways. You must 
pray for him each day, begging 
God to grant him the grace to 
overcome his weakness and to 
save his soul in the end. Sec¬ 
ondly, you are bound to try to 
hide your feelings and to do ev¬ 
erything you can to influence 


your father to change his ways. 
Some day you may understand 
that there was as much sickness 
responsible for your father’s ac¬ 
tions as moral guilt. When that 
realization comes, you will not 
want to look back and recall 
that you added to his difficul¬ 
ties by signs of bitterness and 
hatred. 

My father divorced my mo¬ 
ther and attempted marriage 
with another woman. Am I 
bound to call on him as he 
wants me to do? I cannot do 
so without at the same time 
calling on the woman who 
wrecked our home. Since he is 
living in sin with this woman, 
may I not stay away entirely? 

Even if you still felt a great 
affection for your father, it 
would be wrong to act in any 
way that would show approval 
of his sinful living. The fact 
that you feel bitter toward him 
for having wrecked your fam¬ 
ily does not of itself give you a 
right to ignore him; but you 
may stay away from him on the 
ground that it is impossible to 
see him without seeming in a 
way to accept the whole sinful 
set-up in v/hich he is living. 

At the same time you must 
pray for him and, as you grow 
older, look for opportunities to 
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use your influence to make him 
realize the terrible state in 
which he is living. You may not 
and must not hate him, in the 
sense of refusing even to pray 
for him or to see him under 
any circumstances whatsoever. 

I am eighteen years old, and 
would like to become a nun. But 
my parents will not hear of 
this. They say I must wait 
until I am at least twenty-one 
before they will give their per¬ 
mission for my entering a con¬ 
vent. Do parents have the right 
to prevent their children from 
following what they think is 
their vocation? 

Strictly speaking, parents do 
not have the right to interfere 
with their children’s choosing a 
priestly or religious vocation, 
either before or after the chil¬ 
dren are twenty-one. Since such 
vocations are very often lost if 
the individuals wait to enter up¬ 
on them until they are twenty- 
one, parents who forbid a 
daughter to enter a convent un¬ 
til she has passed twenty-one 
are in effect decreeing that 
their child shall not follow a 
religious vocation. This parents 
have no right to do; such a vo¬ 
cation is a matter between an 
individual and God. 

However, many circumstanc¬ 
es can enter into a situation of 
this kind that make it unwise, 
and often even impossible, for 
a teenager to walk out on his 


or her home, against the com¬ 
mands of parents, to follow a 
religious vocation. There is al¬ 
ways the possibility that a 
youth has a mistaken idea of 
his fitness for such a vocation. 
Therefore, any young person 
who feles a call to the higher 
life should select a regular con¬ 
fessor who will be an advisor in 
this matter. No step should be 
taken without the backing and 
encouragement of the spiritual 
director.

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ABC’s of Program Planning & Leadership 


(Adapted from ABC program 
and leadership alphabet of the 
National Recreation Associati¬ 
on) 

In discussing leadership and 
prgoram planning, let’s go right 
back to the ABC’s. Some of the 
following apply to officers, some 
to executive board members, 
some to members, and some to 
all. 

Attendance — it’s not a club 
without people. And so A is 
also for Audience, when you 
have activities needing one, for 
Action too, and Art, and for Ad¬ 
venture. 

Budget your club well — your 
meeting time and your activi¬ 
ties time. Don’t waste any of 
the time of your club members. 
This can be an incentive to re¬ 
cruiting and keeping members 
interested. Use Bulletins and 
Bulletin Boards. Begin new pro¬ 
jects. 

Chairmen are important but 
cannot work alone — they need 
good committees. Committees 
can do a great deal of work for 
your club. Promote good Citiz¬ 
enship in your Civic-Cultural ac¬ 
tivities. Also Communications 
— keep two way Communication 
alive within the club and rect¬ 
ory so your moderator always 
knows what is going on. 


Discussion with other club 
members before making decis¬ 
ions. Be Democratic — be Dy¬ 
namic — emphasize Drama and 
Dancing in your program — do¬ 
n’t let your club program ever 
become dull. 

Events for everybody — not 
just a few kinds of activities 
that just a few members like. 
Evaluation of your program — 
reflect what your club has ac¬ 
complished, how it has been ac¬ 
complished, where the club is in 
relation to goals and finally, tak¬ 
ing action toward improvement. 
Evaluate all activities. Enthu¬ 
siasm. 

Fun by giving your finest ef¬ 
fort for your club activities and 
club duties. Finish what you 
begin. Always be Fair. Family 
of program that your club could 
activities might be another kind 
sponsor — Family night at the 
clubrooms, etc. 

Greet and treat everyone as 
guests — not by means of for¬ 
mality, but by showing common 
courtesy. Plan activities that 
encourage Growth on the part 
of your club members. Remem¬ 
ber your club goals — do your 
part in Guiding and moving the 
club toward the direction of the 
direction of the Goals of the 
Club. 
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Heart for your activities — 
put your heart into your deal¬ 
ings with club members and in¬ 
to your club activities and into 
your club duties. A cold fish 
belongs in a lake, not in a club. 
Remember that Health and Hap¬ 
piness are twins and that a 
sense of Humor smooths out 
many rough spots. 

Interest is catching — so is 
Inspiration — encourage Indivi¬ 
duality and Indepedence and 
most important of all, Interpret 
the club to your parish and to 
the community. 

Judgement — good judgment 
is necessary. Let’s everyone 
join in planning and in activi¬ 
ties. Jump into action when 
you’re called on to do something 
extra for the good of your club. 
No place for jealousy in a club 
of this kind. 

Know your community, your 
parish, your leaders, your mem¬ 
bers, your program. Kindness 
and Keeping alert always pay 
off. Knocking the club’s pro¬ 
gram or killing enthusiasm will 
never solve problems or prove 
positive. 

Learn all there is to know ab¬ 
out your club, its Leaders, its 
members, its policies, its purp¬ 
oses, its aims and goals. Listen 
to other club members discus¬ 
sing ideas for future programs, 
for example. Look for new ide¬ 
as yourself, to be used in the 
club. 


Membership development is 
important — after recruiting 
new members plan for broaden¬ 
ing their interests and experien¬ 
ces. Multiply your efforts for 
the good of the club. 

Needs of people are import¬ 
ant — be aware of the needs of 
club members, whether they be 
officers, executive board memb¬ 
ers or members. Learn when 
to say NO and also when NOT 
to. This especially applies to 
the situation wherein you are 
asked to do something extra for 
the club — volunteering for a 
job, etc. NO in this case is 
wrong! 

Opportunities for growth, cre¬ 
ativity and adventure, new ex- 
neriences should be incentives 
for people to want to join your 
club — plan it what way. Of¬ 
fer a choice of activities — 
something to please everyone. 
Respect the Opinions of every¬ 
one. Open your eyes to unmet 
needs. 

People are your most import¬ 
ant business. Make it easy for 
club people t o participate. 
Promptness is an asset when be¬ 
longing to a club. Program co¬ 
ordination should be given some 
thought — consider, in activi¬ 
ties, that your planning, the ti¬ 
ming, balance (among the 4-fold 
program) and implementation 
of program. 

Quality in activities, includ¬ 
ing quiet activities as well as 
the more active loud ones, ask- 
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ing Questions and also being 
able to answer questions — do¬ 
ing more than your Quota of 
what needs to be done, will as¬ 
sist in keeping your club out¬ 
standing. 

Rich opportunities for all 
members should be an aim of 
your program of activities; kee¬ 
ping Records, making Reports 
make the business meetings in¬ 
teresting and informative to the 
membership. Being Reasonable 
especially when another club 
member presents an opposite 
point of view from your own, 
makes for better Relationships 
and heightens your popularity. 

Satisfy unmet needs among 
club members if they know they 
exist, e.g.: be willing to include 
Suggested activities if they’re 
proposed by others, and seem to 
be wanted. A feeling of Secur¬ 
ity can be the lot of all memb¬ 
ers if they know they are ac¬ 
cepted by the rest of the mem¬ 
bership. Self - control among 
young adults is a must. Sports 
are important to your program, 
and Service with a Smile can be 
practiced by every member. 

Try new ideas. Tournaments 
should have a place in your club 
program. All your activities 
should always be in good taste. 
Thank club members and out¬ 
siders for their help in your 
club program. This is import¬ 
ant. Training future leaders is 
a goal of your club — rememb¬ 
er that members not only have 


the opportunity to assume res¬ 
ponsible positions in the club, 
but in the church and the com¬ 
munity as well. 

Understand the characterist¬ 
ics, the moods, the interests of 
all club members. It would be 
quite dull of everyone thought 
about everything you do! Un¬ 
cover new sources of leadership 
by giving everyone a chance to 
assume responsibility. Uphold 
your high standards and Uphold 
the best in sportsmanship. Be 
Unbiased by your likes and dis¬ 
likes. 

Variety in program is neces¬ 
sary — provide it. Volunteer 
for extra duty. If you are an 
officer especially, be Visible at 
all your club functions. 

What appeals to the club 
members most? Know what it 

is. Why a club program? Know 
the answer. Where is the club 
going? Work to make your 
club the best. 

X-citing events, X-plaining 
your plans to the whole memb- 
ershin, and X-hausting commun¬ 
ity resources for club program¬ 
ming will make for an interest¬ 
ing club program and an inter¬ 
ested membership.

Questions and Answers of Interest 


How many Ukrainian Catholics 
are there in the world? 

There are over 9,000,000 Uk¬ 
rainian Catholics in the world. 
About one million of these are 
in North America. There are 
roughly about 500,000 in the Un¬ 
ited States and about 300,000 in 
Canada. There are at the time 
of writing 15 Ukrainian Cath¬ 
olic bishops in the world who 
have jurisdiction over the Uk¬ 
rainian faithful. 

Are the Ukrainian Catholic true 
Catholics bearing allegiance to 
the Vicar of Christ, the Pope, 
in Rome? 

Yes. They are Catholics in 
the truest sense of the word. 
They have the same faith and 
the same sacraments. They are 
memjbers of the true Church as 
founded by Jesus Christ. 

Where did the Ukrainians come 
from? 

There are third and fourth 
generations of Ukrainian Cana¬ 
dians and Ukrainian Americans 
today. They originally came 
from the Western Ukraine which 
was almost entirely a Catholic 
province of 6,000,000. Central 
and Eastern Ukraine is of the 
Orthodox (non-Catholic) faith. 
The first Ukrainians came to 
Canada in 1891. They were in 
the United States in the late 
1870’s. There were three wav¬ 


es of Ukrainian immigration to 
this continent. The first was 
at the turn of the century, the 
second in the 1920’s and 30’s, 
and the last after world war 
II. 

Are there many Ukrainians in 
the world? 

They are a nation of 45,000,- 
000 people. Ukraine is a sub¬ 
merged nation. It has not been 
an independent nation outside of 
brief intervals of time for cen¬ 
turies. Although it has a dis¬ 
tinct language, culture and tra¬ 
dition, it has been unable to 
throw off the shackles of tyran¬ 
ny and oppression. Ukrainian 
ideology today is concerned with 
the preservation of its national 
identity as well as a fierce de¬ 
sire and striving for independ¬ 
ence. Today Ukraine is a satel¬ 
lite of the Soviet Union which, 
under the guise of communism, 
is activiating a Russian imper¬ 
ialism. 

Why has Ukraine always been 
coveted by its enemies? 

Ukraine has always been 
known as the ‘bread basket’ of 
Europe. Its rich, fertile, black 
soil has always been the envy 
of its enemies. Even as late as 
World War II huge loads of this 
rich top soil were freighted by 
rail to Germany. Its ideal geo¬ 
graphical location above the 



Black Sea, its ports and large 
river systems, its temperate cli¬ 
mate, and rich natural resources 
have made it the pawn of envi¬ 
ous neighbors for centuries. 
Was the Ukraine a nation of dy¬ 
nasties? 

Ukraine was once a nation of 
glorious dynasties. Its kings 
and princes had diplomatic re¬ 
lations with the leading coun¬ 
tries of Europe. The daughter 
of Jaroslaw the Wise married 
Henry I of France and after 
his death became regent of 
France for her son Philip I. 
Vladimir Monomachus married 
Gytha the daughter of King 
Harold of England. King Ed¬ 
ward the Confessor as well as 
Edmund Ironside, King of the 


English (1016), sought refuge 
in Kiev. 

Why did the Ukrainians come 
to this country? 

During the 18th century the 

Ukrainians west of the Dnieper 
River were held under the sub¬ 
jection of the Polish landlords. 
This cruel system of feudal 
land-tenure and serfdom was fi¬ 
nally abolished in 1848 when 
Ukraine was in the hands of 
Austria. The economic conse¬ 
quences which followed led to a 
mass migration of Ukrainians 
to the United States and Can¬ 
ada late in the 19th century.
